” so we go out in 
the wonderful sunshine and 
bask while we stand six inches 
in mud To limber up we do a 
few simple calisthenics like 
touching your toes with both 
feet off the ground, or grabbing 
yourself by the hair and holding} 
yourself at arms length. 

At 8 o’clock we put on our 
light pack and start walking to! 
the mountains. The light pack! 
is not to be confused with thej 
heavy pack. The light pack in-| 
cludes a gun, bayonet, canteen,; 
mess kit, coat cartridge belt, | 
first uid kit, pup tent, stakes, 
tent pole, ropes and a few other | 
odds and ends. The heavy pack 
has a blanket or two in it, pick 
and sho gas mask, a chai 
of underwear and a two- 
radio.

Heat Reaches 
99 Degrees Here: 
High Since 1931 


High Mark of 100 Only 
Recorded Three Times 
In 18 Years 


While local residents mopped 
their brows and sipped iced 
beverages in a futile attempt to 
keep cool, the sweltering heat 
wave of the past week sent the 
mercury towering to 99 degrees, 
just 1 degree less than the re- 
cord mark, acording to officials 
at the Everglades Experiment 
Station here. During the eigh- 
teen years since the government 
established a weather bureau 
here the thermometer has ex- 
ceeded 99 degrees only sthret 
tims. In July 1931 the highipeak 
of 100 was reached, and on two 
previous occasions it hag reach- 
ed 99. This week has been hot, 
ranging from 96 to 99 on Tues- 
day night. That night, a mini- 
mum of 72 was recorded, This 
wide varience is caused by the 
fundamental characteristic of 
the muck land radiating the 
heat quicker than sand or other 
types of soil. During the 18 
years of recordings, the average 
maximum for July has been 
91.04 and the minimum 70.06. 
The recordings are always made 
in the regulation, well ventilated 
shelter. 

Weather conditions this year 
have been most unusual, so far, 
The heaviest rainfall aver re- 
corded for the-month of June 
was reached with 24.11 inches. 
September has long been con- 
ceedd as the rainy month, but 
since June was so rainy, it is not 
considered likely that there will 
be much rain in September. Old 
observers recall that hurricanes 
unually “brew” during intense 
heat, “so if thi a dependable 
indication, we will likely be 
marked for a big blow this year.

The local rationing boards 
are instructed to allow sugar for 
canning fruit on the basis of one 
pound for every four quarts of 
finished fruit. They are also in- 


cation individually before is- 
suing a’ sugar purchase certifi- 
cate. 

Here are some factors the 
boards must consider in deci 
ing how much sugar each appli- 
cantcant is allowed: Size of the 
family, family's requirements, 
availability of fruit, canning 
practices of the locality, amount 
of canned fruit on hand, time 
during which canning is to be 
done, number of quarts canned 
last year, Those things are var- 
iable. : 
Here are some invariable fac- 
tors; This sugar must be used 
only for thin-syrup canning of 
fruits and berries; the amount 
of sugar you are allowed is limit- 
ed only by the amount of fruit 
and berries you can; there is no 
flat allotment for every appli- 
cant; no sugar is allowed for 
canning vegetables; you can go 
back for more sugar as many 
times as you need; you 
have to have your fruit when 
you get your sugar; if you feel 
the amount of sugar you are al- 
lowed is insufficient, appeal to 
your state OPA director.
